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The communication filed on June 8, 2001 is not fully responsive to the Office 
communication mailed May 10, 2001 because the Sequence Listing does not appear to contain 
each of the sequences recited in the claims.

If any of these sequences are in fact contained within a larger 
sequence of a sequence recited in the present sequence listing, then the claims should be 
amended to include the corresponding amino acids positions within the specific sequence 
identifier (e.g., amino acids 1-8 of SEQ ID NO: X). The claims must be amended to include the 
appropriate sequence identifier for each sequence recited, as required by 37 CFR 1.821 (d). 
Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) 
before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide attempt to comply with the 
requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825), applicant is given a TIME PERIOD 
of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this communication within which to correct the 
deficiency so as to comply with the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) in order to avoid 
abandonment of the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
